hi ed... mitch here in mobile, alabama... i have a pk-900, had it a few 
months... in general, i like it... the modems are very good... weak 


signal reception is excellent... better than my old pk-232 but not 

quite as good as my dsp-2232... i have used it mostly on rtty, a little 

on amtor/pactor, and with the internal 9600 baud modem, a lot on 9600 baud 
packet... (it has the same software glitch on 9600 baud packet as the 
dsp-2232 in trying to use it with the pg satellite software for uploading 
to the pacsats)... on the negative side, it is LARGE, and is a power 

hog, requiring 1.5 amps of 12v... and it is pricey, being in the
